NET DEATH WITHOOT A TREMUR

Holmes, the Multi-murderer,
Hanged Yesterday.

He Walked Oalmily to the Scaffold, and
in the Few Words Bpoken Before the,
Drop Fell, His Voloe Never Quavered.
His ¥ "0 siona" D on
the Gallows—HIis Farewell Grasp Firm.

PrILADELPHIA, May 7.—Herman W,
Mudget, aliss H.H. Holmes, was hanged
in Moyamenalng prison at twelve and a
half mioutes after ten o'clock this morn-
ing. That is the time she drop fell. It
was fully a half hour later before he was
officially pronounced dead.

A half minute before he was shot into
eternily he made this deslaration to the
solemn sssemblage gathered about the
soaflold:

“‘Gentlemen, I have very fow words
tossy. In fmos I would make no re-
marks at this' sime excepl that by not
speaking I would appear to acquiescein
my execution. I only wish to say that
the aci; of my wrong-doing In taking
human life consiated in the death of
Wwo women, they having dled at my
hands 88 the resuls of criminal opera-
‘tiona. I wish also tostate that therecan
‘bano misunderstanding that I am not

uilty of taking the lives of any of the
glatzel family—the three children snd
Bonjamin, she father—ot whose death I
was convicted and am about to die for.
Thas Is all I have to say,”

It will be seen that the words were
well-chosen. They were equally well-
pronounced. The volcs never quavered;
the hands, clasped on the dark ralling
of the soaffold, dld not tremble. The
nerve which all alongcharacierizad this
marvelous assassin had nok deseried
bim to the very end. As the last sylla—
ble fell from his pallid 1ips he surned so
hie atlorney. Clasping the right hand
of the young lawyer, Holmes gave him
a firm grasp—frm even ab thav terrible
momeni—he lald his lefs on the other
man's sboulder, and, gazing right into
his eyes, ustered in & loud volee, **Good-
b]’ﬂ-"

Then he carefully buttoned his eost,
nodded to the sher!fl, and in an insiant
he shot 1o death. He was undoubisdly
the most atolld of any In that asssm=
blage of fifty odd men. The pallor of
his face was not deepor than the ordi-
nary prison bleach, snd he stood erect,
gazing ateadfastly beforo him, until the

He spent his Iaas day of life unevent-
fully. During pars of yosterday priesta
visited him and said prayers. Inthe
afternoon his lawyer, S8amuel P. Kofan,
oslled for a shora tlme. The balance of
the day Holmes occupled reading his
Bible and other devotional books. The
only sign of deflance he made just after
the priests lefs. *‘Am I nervous?" he
demanded, stretching his hsends out to
Keeper Weaver.

Fifsy or more men, with un-
covered heads made up the solemn pa-
rade and halted betore the scaffold, The
instrumens of dessh loomed high in the
centre of the corridor on the first floor
of the convict side of the prison. The
platform which stood eight fesy above
tha lovel of the floor was approached by
a flight of stairs.

The witnesses passed around the
siruciure and faced it. Anawfalallence
fell for & moment, then s murmur of
sound arose from the other side of the
scaffold.

At half past twelve o'clock the big
iron doors in the rear of the prison
swung open, and an undertaker's wagon
rolled out.

The Resolution Passes the Sen-
ate by a Decisive Vote.

Only Bix B Voted Agnainst it and All
Were D The tigation
"Will be a Eigid and Bearching One.
House Business Obstructed by Mr,
Flokler Because Penslon Billa Were Not
Cunsldered,

WasmNeToN, May 7.—By the de-
cisive vote of 51 1o 6 the Senate to-day
inaugurated an investigation to be cone
ducted by the Senste committee on
finance into the facts and circumstances
connecied with the eale of United Siates
bonds by the Secretary of the Treasury
during the lass three years. The six
adverse votes were casst by Senators
Oaffrey, of Louisiana; Faulkner, of
West Virginia; Gray, of Delaware;
Hill, of New York; Mitchell, of Wia-
conain, and Palmer, of Illinois, all Dem-
ocrats.

The resolution directing the investi-
gation is very expliclt, as follows:

‘‘Resolved, That the committes on
finance be dircoted to investigate and
report generally all the material faots
and clrcumstances connected with the
sale of United States bonds by tho Bec-
retary of the Treasury ia the years
1894, 1805 and 1896, :

*‘Second, To Invesiigate and reporh
épecislly with the awount of available
funds, classified In the United BStates
Treasury and on deposit and In other
places subject to the order of the Sea-
retary of the Treasury at the sime the
bonds were sold or offered for sale,
whether there was or was not coin
énough on hand to meet all coln obligsa-
tlons of the Governmens due at the time
snid bonds were sold or when offered
for sale; what obligations were due a
that sime and the mmount of eaoh,
sisted; what was the reason for any un-
usual withdrawal of coin from the
Treasury shorily before the bonds were
sold or offered for sale; if such unusual
withdrawsls were In fact made, and by
what persons or classes of persons and
for what purpose or on whas smceound
such withdrawals were made; who pur-
chased the bonde, fn whas smounts and
where, whelher in the Unlted Biates or
in foreign couniries, and in what pro-

syndicate, directly or indirectly;whether
nueb consract or agreement had any and
what effect on the pricos of the differ-
ent bonds, what the effect was and who,
if any person, profited by i and to whas
extent."”

The debate had been animated and at
times sensationsl, throughout the early
bours of the day. Mr. Palmer's opposi-
sitlon to the resolutlon and his refer-
ence to ‘'‘snap convensions" brought on
s heated collogquy with Mr, Vest and
Mr. Cockrall,

‘'l oppose this resolution,” said Mr.
Pa'mer, “because I regard it asan ille-
gillmate means of procuring material to
affect and inflame the public mind.”

The Senator went on to 8ay that he
did not suppose any Senator, excepst
possibly the Senator from South Dakota
(Patsigrew), questioned the integrity ot
the Secretary of the Treasury. ‘The
Secretary’s judgment might be disputed;
the correctness of his acts might be
questioned, but there was no question
of integrity Involved,

Mr. Palmer reviewed the platform
utterances of the partles. Clting the
old adage ‘“the world do move,"” Mr.
Palmer eald the country had moved
since the platform declaratlon of 1892
and it was evident that the finmnclial
planks made at Minneapolisand Chicago
would not satisfy the country.
